nish a parallel to the Boer invasion of 
('ajs- Colony. 
A whole month ba* 
elapsed si net* the Boers crossed Orange 
river, and still Great Britain know? 
next to nothing of their numbers,where­ 
abouts or doings, and still less of the ob 
jects of the inroad. The only thing 
known with tolerable certainty is that 
they are progressing southward, over 
some sparsely inliabited tracts where 
they escape observation. Other large 
bodies arc traversing the very heart of 
the colony. 
The only logical explanation seems tc 
b< the largely accepted idea that the in- 
: vasioti forms a part of u great organized 
j scheme of tluit Napoleon of the war, 
I General DeWet, to strike terror in tht I 
British colony which, unquestionably 
is rn arly denuded of troops, and, trust J 
j to the chapter of accidents to achieve ' 
i such success as will enable the Boers to 
| almost dictate the terms of peace. The 
halting policy of the invaders, however, 
seem* to threaten to defeat their aims! 
and has e n a b led the hastily enrolled 


le v ie s of volunteers to occupy vital strat- j 
egie points, while there are some signs I 
of breaks through the lines of the Boers ' 
as they march southward into the arms ' 
of the British moving from the seaboard, j 
instead of attempting to drive them 
hack again across the Orange river I 
where they might be enabled to rejoin 
General DeWet. 
In the meanwhile disquieting hints 
ar*- arriving of the alarming rapidity 
with which the British army is wasting 
away. The long lists of dead, wounded 
and diseased bear out these stories, 
while there are abundant signs that the 
troops at the front, are becoming stale 
and discontented, the general exaspera­ 
tion at home is becoming more acute 
and the public* is becoming quite skep­ 
tical of the competency of the govern­ 
ment to got the country out of the 
wretched tangle.

PU ER TO RICO CASES, 


A tto rn e y U e u ern l G rig g s n o d Mr. C arl- 
Isle S peak to t h e C o u rt. 
Washington, Jan. 12.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Griggs resum ed his argument be­ 
fore the United Slates supreme court 
yesterday, continuing his statement of 
the position of the government as to tho 
fille of uniformity iii the tariff and in­ 
ternal revenue taxes. 
He insisted that 
the abdication of the internal revenue 
laws to Puerto Rico would lie unwise 
and in many pkn s unprofitable. 
A 
rule of uniformity 
internal revenue 
taxes, he said, oould be established when 
to bt* applied to contiguous slates as the 
state* were governed by similar laws 
and similar conditions. 
But when it 
came to apply these taxes to widely sep­ 
arated territories inhabited by polyglot 
races a with* discretion was necessary, 
and to endeavor to apply a system of in­ 
ternal taxes would be rather applying a 
straight jacket 
than a constitution. 
Continuing, he said congress should 
have discretion to impose only such 
taxes as the people could Is air. 
The attorney general concluded by in­ 
sisting that no private right would be ■ 
conserved but that the right of the gov­ 
ernment will be hampered by the sac-J 
cess of the contenti> >11 of the plaintiffs. I

He began by saying thai ut a oui. not, 
discuss questions of policy as they be- j 
longed to another forum.

First, however, he believed the con­ 
tention was tliat the island of Puerto

On the point that the territories were 
not a part of the United States, Mr. 
Carlisle read a history of the fr a m in g 
of the constitution showing that first it 
was the intention that “all treaties” 
should be the supreme law of the land 
This was before the word “constitution 
hail been introduced and he took it to 
mean that it was the intention to have 
the constitution apply to all parts of the 
country whether iii the states or simply 
in territory belonging to them. 
When Mr. Carlisle concluded, Senator 
Lindsay of Kentucky began the argu 
ment for the plaintiff in the next of th. 
Puerto Rican cases, that of Huns vs. the 
New York and Puerto Steamship com­ 
pany.

Austin, .Tan. 12.—The house was in a 
turbulent mood all yesterday over the 
concurrent re fla tio n of Mr. McFall of 
Travis, which provided for a committee 
to investigate the readmission of the 
W aters-Pieree Oil company into Texas 
and the connection of Congressman 
Joseph Frailer therew ith. 
It had been rumored that Mr. MeFall 
would introduce such a resolution, hut 
it was believed it would be in a more 
moderate form. 
The resolution denom­ 
inated tho readmission of the oil com 
patly as a mistake and charged that 
"certain officials’’ had lent passive as 
si stance, and Mr. Bailey active assist 
alice, to the return of the company, and 
provided for a committee from the 
house and senate to investigate the 
charges. 
Mr. Bailey’s friends, after a long de­ 
bate, succeeded in am ending the resolu­ 
tion so as to make it a house measure 
simply, providing for the investigation 
to lie conducted by a committee com­ 
posed of members of the house. 
Then 
thoy offered an am endm ent to strike 
out tho charge that fraud had been com­ 
m itted and also the charges that Mr. 
Bailey and certain other officials had 
comm itted w rong in assisting in such 
readmission. 
Thoy asserted that if the 
house were to adopt the resolution as it 
stood it would l>e rendering its verdict 
before the evidence had been heard. 
Ju st before the midday adjournm ent 
Judge MeFall made known his w illing­ 
ness to amend the objectional de portion 
of the resolution so as to make it read

If it lx'cante tho instrum ent of ecclesias­ 
tical opposition it would be repealed. 
Dr. Burgos replied that it ought to he 
repealed now. 
The Filipinos, he said, 
had enough of the results of religious 
instructions in schools. 
Judge Taft contended it was impossi­ 
ble to judge of tho new system at hap­ 
hazard or by results of another system. 
He believes things will be accomplished 
under the present, which were impoiwi- 
hie under the former regime. 
He asked 
w hether it was not impolitic to take 
Action which would unnecessarily shook 
tile feelings of the Catholic people. The 
doctor replied it was better to eliminate 
now tile section which was bail and cer­ 
tain to create difficulties. 
Commissioner Henry O. Ide, asked 
w hich course would satisfy the greatei 
num ber of people. 
Dr. Burgos, in re­ 
ply quoted the declarations of the Ma- 
Mite congress and Federal party iu 
favor of separation of church aud state.

Astonish those who are accustomed to 
regard us as ‘good sheep.’ 
"A nd w hat will bo the inevitable re­ 
sult of a series of riots, of serious 
troubles between the French Canadians 
and the English? The French Canadi­ 
ans have only to make a sign to Uncle 
Sam and in Iii days an American arm y 
would occupy Quebec, Montreal and To­ 
ronto. 
We certainly do not hope to see 
these things, but will come if the cam 
paign of insult doet not cease.”

state corporation departm ent estim ates 
that the 60(55 corporations assessed have 
a paid in capital stock of 20 per cent of 
the authorized capital stock. 
If the tax 
of $2,051,209, which represents $2,051,- 
209.000 paid in capital stock, is 20 per 
cent of the authorized capital stock must 
be five times $2,051,209,000, or the snm 
of $10,256,047,000. 
The increase in the num ber of miscel­ 
laneous corporations assessed during the 
year over that of 1899 is 1126 although 
in reality 1187 new companies were 
added to the list in 1900. The difference 
of 691 companies represents those whose 
charters w ere forfeited by the proclama­ 
tion of Governor Voorhees in Muy last 
for nonpayment of taxes.
